y them. They decided they wanted to 


something worth while, to help in

The new City hospital was being 


erected, and an appeal had gone forth 
o the public for the equipment.

\(ui suggested to one of the little that 
t would be a nice thing for them to 
equip the babies' ward. The task look- 
ed entirely too large for BO small 
a 


lub. 
It decided, however, "to give a 


social," and accordingly made the an 
nouncement "that u|K>n the spacious 
awn of one of the members, ice-cream, 
>ake and punch would be served." To 
ielp swell the funds, each little girl 
jave up her toys, dolls and other play- 
hings, and pooled them in a fishing 
pond. The evening came, the 
public 


•esponded, and much to their surprise, 
they found they had cleared $65. This 
gave them confidence, and they im- 
mediately announced to the 
hospital 


tiustee that the Twentieth 
Century 


club would agree to furnish and equip 
he babies' ward of the new hospital. 
A second garden party was given, 


'rom which they cleared $105, and by 
heir*own efforts raised funds to pur- 
•base the many dainty beds, bastinets, 
chests, baby-weight scale, and every 
necessity for baby's comfort, or that 
Would gladden the heart of a fond 
mother. In 1917 they organized 
a 


•Hospital Tag" day, which was duly 
advertised through the 
newspapers, 


and when this day arrived, from early 
morning until late at 
night. ''Buy a 
Tag, please for the benefit of the hos- 
pital," was heard on every prominent 
.•orner. 
Their plea was responded to 


>y the public, and the evening showed 
(420 as a result of their day's labor. 
Their surplus fund that year was used 
to redecorate and help furnish the 
lurses" home. 


In 1918, "Hospital Tag" day showed 
ias now become an annual event on the 
Saturday before Easter netted 
$670. 


The surplus that year went to equlp- 
a domestic science department for the 
nurses' training school. 


In 1819, "Hospital Tag" day showed 


(736 as a result of their efforts. The 
surplus fund this year, after caring for 
the babies' ward was spent in . labora- 
tory equipment for the hospital. 


In addition to their hospital work, 
members of1 the Twentieth Century 


lub have been no small factor in war 
work, arid a call from the needy is as- 
sured of help, if the Twentieth Century 
club is behind it. They have been en- 
tertained many times by members of 
the ladies' board of managers and hos- 
pital trustees, 
and with outings 
at 


Buckeye lake and house parties; they 
lave had one round of pleasure, 
and 


the satisfaction of knowing they have 
aided in a good cause and in the civic 
welfare of their home town. The real 
lesson they have learned is that it is 
tetter to give than to get; better to 
serve than be served, and that the real 
ioy of life is in helping others. 


The charter members of the club are 


now young ladies and wit) this June 
complete their high school 
work and 


eave for college. In order that the 
work of the Twentieth Century club 
may to on, they are now selecting and 
raining their successors to assure the 
uture success of the work.

the three neglected children of his first 
marriage not model daughters; had 
lived in terrible loneliness in spite of 
his great fame, and had been persuad- 
ed to marry a third time, for the sake 
of being looked after.
